ground war. South Vietnamese 
and enemy casualties also were 
coasiderably less than the week 
before.

U.S. 
Command 
an­ 
nounced today that 101 Ameri­ 
cans were killed in action last 
week and 599 were wounded, the 
lowest 
American 
casualties 
since the week of Oct. 13-19, 
when 100 were killed and 589 
were wounded. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported 150 government 
troops killed and 002 wounded, a 
sizable decrease from the 279 
killed and 901 wounded the pre­ 
vious week. The two commands 
reported at least 1,846 Viet Cong 
and North Vietnamese killed, 
compared with 2,135 the week 
before 
The report for the last week of 
1908 brought the total American 
combat casualties since Jan. 1. 
1961. to 30,644 killed, 192,926 
wounded and 1,238 missing or 
captured; in those eight years, 
the U.S. Command said, at least 
431,736 of the enemy have been 
killed. 
In the seven and a half 
months after the preliminai>’ 
peace Udks opened in Paris on 
May 13, a total of 7.693 Ameri- 
caas. 9,020 South Vietnamese 
military personnel, and 83,180 
Viet Cong and North Viet­ 
namese were reported killed. 
Despite more than 100 allied 
sweeping operatioas under way 
throughout South Vietnam, only 
fleeting and scattered contact 
with Viet C'ong and North Viet­ 
namese forces was reported 
again today.

Gov Warren FT Hearnt's big­ 
gest single budget cut came in 
chopping all but bare essentials 
for capital improvements 
State agencies and institutions 
req uested $136.8 72.367. The gov­ 
ernor cut that to $11.501,408 — 
most of it for necessary repairs 
and 
replacements. 
No 
new 
buildings were recommended 
for state institutions, despite 
multi - million dollar req uests 
from universities, colleges and 
hospitals. 
Where spt'cial funds were in­ 
volved the governor generally 
allowed agency req uests 
But 
req uests for general revenue 
(tax ) money were stripptx i to 
the bone. 
F\)r ex ample, the highway 
patrol was allowed $38 2.00() 
from highway funds to build 
another story on top of its gen­ 
eral headq uarters building in 
Jefferson City . 
But a req uest for $6.140.000 
from general revenue for a new 
max imum security prison to 
house about 350 men in the Jef­ 
ferson City area was eliminated 
entirely . The last legislature 
authorized planning funds for 
the project. 
Similarly , the University of 
Missouri ask ed for $40,076,000 
for construction at all four of its 
campuses—Columbia. Rolla, St. 
Louis and Kaasas City . But the 
governor allowed only $1.176,000 
for repairs, replacements and 
deferred maintenance. 
The same pattern was fol­ 
lowed for the state fair at Se­ 
dalia, which req uested $4,145.- 
379 for new construction but was 
allowed only $121,427 for major 
repairs. 
State hospitals suffered the 
same fate, although in some 
cases their req uests for elimi­ 
nating fire hazards were ap­ 
proved. 
Of the governor's total recom­ 
mendation of $11.5 million. $8 .4 
million would come from gen­ 
eral revenue, the rest from spe­ 
cial funds.

what an additional cent on the 
3-cent sales tax would produce. 
The governor did not spell out 
his views on this or other poUcy 
matters. That will come Tues­ 
day or Wednesday nex t week 
when he presents his legislative 
program to the assembly . 
Hearnes based his budget on 
a recommendation of the tax 
study commission that sales 
tax receipts be collected month­ 
ly instead of q uarterly . He 
called this “a sound and logical 
business proposal.’’ 
“Over the long run it will 
cause no change in the amount 
of sales tax revenue. But for 
the nex t fiscal y ear (starting 
July 1) it would result in the 
collection of an additional $47.7 
million.” 
Tak ing this one-y ear windfall 
into account, Hearnes recom­ 
mended ex penditures from gen­ 
eral revenue (tax ) money of 
$628 ,141,175. Highway , school, 
federal and other special funds 
would boost the total budget to 
$1.337,9 9 7,28 0. 
The budget fcM-esees general 
revenue income for the nex t fis­ 
cal y ear at $560,38 9 ,406. This, 
plus a $30.2 million carry over 
from the current fiscal y ear, 
would leave a safe operating 
balance of $10,150,000 if the Leg­ 
islature follows his recommen­ 
dations on appropriations. 
Hearnes 
noted 
his budget 
“mak es full use of our estimat­ 
ed income. The difficult deci­ 
sions, then, will arise in con­ 
sidering the financing of pro­ 
grams such as capital improve­ 
ments, increased aid to public 
schools and, among many oth­

Misp la ced Distrust 


It was Will Rogers who siiid. “ All I know 
is what I read in the jxipers ' 
The shiirp-witted humorist's words can 
be interpreted a c'ouple ot different ways, 
but they exprt'ss something that is still 
true; Except for those events m which we 
are direct participants, about all we know’ 
of what’s happening in the world is what 
we read or hear or see by virtue of the 
varied media that come under the head of 
journalism. 
Rogers would agree tliiit a healthy 
cynicism should bo part of every reader's 
or listener's or viewer's equipment, 
especially in this day when we are 
bombarded from all sides not only by 
genuine new’s but by that which poses as 
news but which is really manutictured to 
plead special interests or sell products. 
He would also agree, however, that 
things 
are 
in 
bad 
shape 
when 
particularized skepticism begins to be 
replaced by generalized dLsbelief on the 
part of the news-hungry public. 
We seem to be in such a period today. 
The Internatiomil Press Institute reports 
that distrust of news media is growing in 
the United States and constitutes more of 
a challenge than the 
technical 
and 
economic 
problems 
that 
beset 
the 
industrv’. 
The 
institute, 
an 
organization 
of 
newspaper editors from 57 countries, 
notes as a “ disquieting development" the 
feeling that news media incite the violence 
they report, despite lack of proof of any 
direct conneclion between riots or other 
disorders and the reporting of them. 
The feeling is not limited to newspapers 
by any means. Reuven PTank. head of 
NBC News, observed recently that “ a new 
love-hate relationship has suddenly burst 
forth between television and its basic 


audience. " IVoplc arc watcdiing more and 
liking It k\ss 
- the riots during the 
Donux'ratic convention in ('hicago. for 
c.xamplo 
and arc transferring their 
rwiilsion at events to the medium that 
reports them. 
CBS President Frank Stanton sees the 
fundamental freedom of the press in 
“ grave danger" from increasing instances 
of government intervention, implied or 
actual He cittN the adveise re.ictions of 
public officials to coverage of the 19B7 
ghetto riots. Secretary of .Agriculture 
Freeman's threats of tighter regulation 
after a CBS broadcast on “ Hunger in 
.America" and numerous ultimatums and 
investigations generated by news c’overage 
of the Cliicago convention. 
The nition has sptvial commissions 
coming out of its ears. But it might be a 
good thing to appoint one more, composed 
of distinguished Americans outside the 
field of journalism, to take a searching 
look at the news media, if only to discover 
tliat it still performs a useful function. 
Before giving up on the Fourth Ustate, 
we might ask ourselves, how many city- 
hall scandals are unearthed by politicians, 
or how many government boondoggles are 
rev'ealed by bureaucrats, and how many by 
sometimes 
obnoxious 
but 
always 
dedicated reporters and their editors'!’ 
A free and unfettered press — which is 
the only kind worth having - 
will 
inevitably offend some people all of the 
time and all of the people some of the 
time. When it ceases or is forced to be 
silent 
by 
so-called 
benevolent 
bureaucracy, then will the public indeed 
reflec-t on misplaced distrust and contempt 
while under oppression of government 
censorship of the brand enforced in 
communist countries.

Eskimo Pleads on Capitol Hill 


DREW PEARSON and JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — An Eskimo named Charlie 
Edwardsen, wearing a shirt but no jacket, has been 
calling on senators about the new Secretary of the 
Interior. Walter J. Hickel. now Governor of Alaska. 
Edwardsen wears no jacket. He finds it hot in 
Washington offices, and of course the 30-degree 
weather here is a lot warmer than the 50-below 
weather at Point Barrow where he lives. 
Point Barrow is the Alaskan town nearest to the 
North Pole. "It was named for Sir James Barrow of 
Lancaster. England, who financed an expedition to 
Alaska in 1828; Charlie explains. "Actually I live at 
IJtkavik, a fishing village near Barrow." 
Charlie Edwardsen is in Washington to protect 
Eskimo land from the encroachment of oil 
companies and to challenge the confirmation of 
Wally Hickel as Secretary of the Interior. 
Edwardsen doesn't think Hickel. an oil and gas 
man himself, will be impartial regarding Eskimo 
land. Already Hickel has announced that he would 
remove the freeze which Sec*retary of the Interior 
Stewart Udall has put on the distribution of land 
until Congress can act. Hickel indicated in Seattle 
last month that he would unfreeze government 
land right away without waiting for Congress. 
"The North Slope of Alaska is 58 million acres — 
about 
the 
size 
of 
Pennsylvania." 
explained 
Edwardsen. "It contaias some of the richest oil 
lands in the world. Gov Hickel has estimated the 
present oil strike at five to ten billion barrels, but 
other estimates of the surrounding area go up to 40 
billion barrels. 
"The Eskimo has been hunting and fishing on this 
land for hundreds of years." continued Edwardsen 
"Then the white man comes along and wants to take 
it because of oil. All the white man thinks about is 
oil. It was the Eskimo who showed the white man 
oil seeps in 1923. and after that the Navy set aside an 
oil reserve. 
— Polar Bear Paradise — 
"The State of Alaska has 103 million acres given it 
by the federal government under statehoixl And the 
state selected a block of land at Point Lay. down 
here." Edwardsen pointed to the map. "It’s the best 
Polar bear hunting in the world and also has

Polar bears. Charlie said, are getting scarcer in 
Alaska. 
"You hunt them by airplane.” he explained. 'So 
you can’t lose. You fly around until you see a bear If 
you’re a bad shot, your guide will shoot it for you. It 
costs you about $2,500 per bear. The Alaskan big 
game guides make about $30,000 to $40,000 a year 
through this kind of hunting. 
"Let Hickel have his oil.” said Edwardsen, "but 
we want to collect a royalty on it when it’s taken 
from our hunting lands. They’ll take oil the way they 
took gold and there’ll be nothing left. The white 
man makes a killing, and then he leaves. In Nome, 
there were 45,000 inhabitants in 1910. Now there are 
2.500 It’s one of the worst slums in the Arctic. 
"There is only one white man on the entire North 
Slope. ” explained Charlie. He has a liquor store at 
Mead River, where he makes money selling whiskey 
to the Eskimo?. 
"Twenty years ago the Bureau of Indian Affairs 
sent a real estate man up here to tell the natives that 
they should file for mineral rights. But the bureau 
didn't supply the man with any money for travel so 
he couldn’t get around to tell the natives of their 
rights. As a result, out of the total 50 million acres 
on the North Slope*, the P^skimos have staked out 
only a few hundred acres. Yet we hunted here 
before I^if fc^ricson knew how to row. 
"When one Eskimo lady. Lucy Ahvakana. went up 
to her summer fishing camp on the North Slope last 
summer, she found that Sinclair Oil had taken over 
her shack and was using her home for storage. 
Sinclair had built an air strip nearby, which of 
course will scare away all the game 
"How long must we sit by while creeping wolves 
sneak away our territory''" Charlie asked "We have 
fought for .Americans in foreign wars It was an 
Eskimo who first raised the flag on Iwo Jima. We 
believe the land should remain frrr/en under IJdall's 
executive order until the ('ongress has a chance to 
act."

Wanted; Diamond Mines 


A diamond is forever, so they say, but 
diamond mines may not be. 
Consumption of diamonds, both for dec­ 
orative and industrial purposes, is increas­ 
ing every year. In 1940, a little over 14 
million carats were mined; in 1950— 15.2 
million; in 1960—28.1 million; in 
1967— 
nearly 43.4 million. 
“ Unless discovery of new deposits keeps 
pace with depletion of existing ones, dia­ 
monds are certain to become scarcer 
(and more expensive), with the pinch be­ 
ing felt mostly in large stones of fine 
quality,” writes Dr. George Switzer in the 
trade magazine, Jewelers’ Circular-Key- 
stone. Switzer is chairman of the Smith­ 
sonian Institution’s Department of Mineral 
Sciences. 
Until recently, Africa produced 98 per­ 
cent of the world’s diamonds. This figure 
has now dropped to about 84 per cent. 
Many old mines have been abandoned and 
an intensive search is under way to find 
new deposits, in the sea as well as on land. 
Russia claims to have two mines in 
Siberia as rich as those in South Africa. 
Soviet production in 1967 was estimated 
at about 15 per cent of the world’s total. 
Production of man-made diamond grit 
can be readily stepped up, but synthetic 
diamonds for certain industrial uses such 
as drill, tool and die stones are not yet 
within reach. Neither have synthetic dia­ 
mond manufacturers succeeded in making 
gem-quality diamonds.
